J would consider It criminal In one who 
had a contagious and dangerous di- 
8*‘a« o to go Into public places 
and 
thereby sp read the contagion. When, 
by carelessness you contract a 
di­ 
sease, you not only endanger your- 
*44*1 f, 
but your friends with 
whom 
you ar« * brought in personal contact. 
At any rate you place yourself In a 
position to become a trial and burden 
to them In tak ing care of you during 
your illnese. Ordinarily this 1* a la­ 
bor of love, when it must be given, 
but It Is highly rep rehensible 
and 
useless to cause your friends 
such 
work , anxiety and sometimes 
ex­ 
pense, when It can be avoided. 
It Is not with any disposition to be­ 
come alarmist* that we sp eak of “ ev­ 
eryday dangers,” but to call 
a t te n­ 
tion to the heedless- even 
Incur­ 
rence of danger to your own health 
and that of others. 
J u s t think a minute. See tha t dirty 
chap over there with a sore mouth, 
uncombed hair and a general ap p ear­ 
ance of filthiness? He Is evidently the 
victim of his own indolence and gen- 
eral “ ornariness.” 
How would you 
lik e to tak e a cup of w ater from his 
hand 
Worwe, how would you lik e to 
drink from a cup or glass tha t you 
k new he had been drink ing 
from? 
The ve ry thought Is sick ening, isn’t 
it? It is almost sick ening to ask the 
question. But those who look after 
the health of others have to do 
and 
say many unp leasant things. 
Well, just rem em ber 
that every 
time you tak e « a drink from a public 
drink ing cup or other vessel of the 
k ind, that some such 
person may 
have drank from it, the m inute be­ 
fore you did, and left upon its edge 
where you may get them, tho 
m i­ 
crobes of some awful disease. 
But, 
you « ay, that k ind of person* are not 
to bo seen on sleeping and draw ing­ 
room cars, or even resp ectable day 
cars, about decent 
hotels 
and the 
lik e. Just rem e m ber that scrofulmts 
and syphilitic diseases, the most con 
tagious. Insidious 
and 
dangerous, 
are easily conveyed by the bacilli of 
the disease 
germs so infinitesimallv 
small that aprticlee of the air that 
you breathe are 
sometimes larger; 
and not only the wealthy and high 
everywhere, but even royalty may ho 
hereditary or acute suflV'rers 
from 
such diseases. 
At Hot Springs, Ark ansas, most fa­ 
mous of all places for the cure, by 
the waters, of syp hilitic and mercu­ 
rial diseases, the first clas* hotels do 
not even mak e a p retense of furnish­ 
ing bath towels to their guest*, but 
quire every guest, to supp ly his ow>* 
for fear of p romoting contagion, 
re­ 
but h towels. The managers of these 
hotels, doubt 1«-sh u nd er the instruc­ 
tion of resident physicians, do not 
risk as safe such articles, 
though 
thoroughly laundered. But iittl« * less 
dangerous are the public towels ev­ 
erywhere. Have you r own drink ing 
cup with you, wherever you go, 
a* 
scrup ulously as you would have your 
own tooth brush, and carry your own 
toilet articles when you start on the 
briefest trip, where it is possible that 
stu'li articles may Ih* needed, even for 
a moment. 


These admonition* and everything 
ak in to them should bo taught by par 
ents, in the schools and all the time. 
T he ap proach of disease is invisible 
and insidious, and for this reason it 
is k s s guarded against, in tin* eimp- 
jlest matter. If a malady lik e consump 
tion or p neumonia, which two were 
lately shown by a cap able and distin­ 
guished specialist in vital statistic*, 
in Chicago, i arried aw ay nearly 50 
per cent of those who died in that 
city last year, should come with the 
roar of a lion or the noise of a great 
gun, the utmost means of defense or 
escape would instantly be organized. 
Y<‘t neither a herd of roaring lions or 
a battery of great guns is so danger­ 
ous as these disease« , and many oth­ 
ers that arc entirely p reventable b\ 
carefulness in all ways so frequentlj 
set forth in tlrnsc lectures from the 
|H om e Health Club. 
In the advice of Moses, com m and­ 
ed by the Most High, to be given to 
the children of Israel in the p assage 
of the wilderness, on hygieue and 
sanitation, these everyday 
dangers 
were shown and directed to be guard 
ed against ‘ thus to put away evil out
